Citizen Service Act Advances in the House

On June 12, members of
the House Education and
the Workforce Committee
expressed their strong bi-
partisan support for the
Citizen Service Act of 2002
and President Bush's
community service agenda.

The Citizen Service Act
would encourage more
citizens to volunteer in
their communities, enhance
the accountability of
federally-supported
national and community
service programs, and
make federal funding more
responsive to state and

local needs. The legislation
is based upon the
President's principles and
reforms unveiled last April
for the Corporation for
National and Community
Service (CNCS).

The legislation would
reform and extend for five
years the CNCS programs,
which currently engage two
million Americans each
year in service to meet
critical community needs.
